The  publication.  Our  Approach,  the  plan  for  implementation  of  R-1  Forest  Plans,  is  another 
product  of  the  new  approach  and  of  teamwork.

Bridge  Crew  Wins  1987  Primitive  Skills  Award 

This  year's  Primitive  Skills  Award  was  won  by  the  Seeley  Lake  Ranger  District  bridge  crew  on  the  Lolo  NF.  Using  only  non- 
motorized  equipment,  the  award-winning  crew  replaced  a  90-foot  bridge  across  the  North  Fork  of  the  Blackfoot  River  in  the 
Scapegoat  Wilderness. 

Former  Regional  Forester  Jim 
Overbay,  and  Bill  Worf,  retired  R-1 
Director  of  Recreation,  Wilderness  and 
Lands,  made  the  announcement  at  the 
February  Regional  Management  Team 
meeting  in  Missoula.  Worf  will 
actually  present  the  trophy,  a  specially 
engraved  ax,  to  the  award-winning  crew 
this  spring. 

During  the  summer  of  1987,  the 
Seeley  Lake  crew  rebuilt  the  bridge 
using  only  native  materials  and  non- 
motorized  equipment.  Crew  members 
replaced  three  spans  of  the  90-foot 
bridge  as  well  as  bridge  abutments  and 
piers.

Forest  Meets  Challenge

Chief  F.  Dale  Robertson,  recently  challenged  Forest 
Service  employees  to  use  their  creativity  and  skills  in 
working  with  other  agencies,  private  industry,  and  recreation 
organizations  to  help  National  Forests  achieve  their  full 
recreation  potential. 

As  part  of  this  new  recreation  strategy,  the  Gallatin  NF 
has  initiated  a  new  partnership  -  the  Hyalite  Recreation 
Challenge  Cost  Share  Program.  It  is  one  of  30  such  projects 
nationwide,  and  the  only  one  in  Region  1.  Under  the  program, 
the  Forest  wiU  work  together  with  State  and  local  agencies  and 
the  private  sector  to  rebuild  several  recreation  facilities  in  the 
popular  Hyalite  Canyon  south  of  Bozeman.  Trails,  fishing 
access  sites,  and  a  rental  cabin  will  be  specifically  designed  to 
accomodate  those  people  not  physically  able  to  use  most 
existing  facilities.

ANN  BEASLEY,  61,  died  of  cancer  February  21,  at  her 
home  in  Libby.  Beasley  was  bom,  raised,  and  educated  in 
Thompson  Falls.  She  married  Louis  (Swede)  Beasley  at  Coeur 
d'Alene  on  October  19,  1974.  She  lived  in  Portland,  Oregon  for 
a  short  time  before  moving  to  Libby,  where  she  was  employed 
in  timber  management  on  the  Kootenai  NF  for  30  years.  She 
retired  in  1980. 

EUGENE  CRUSH,  a  pioneer  Montanan,  died  August  29, 
1987  at  his  home  in  Sylvanite  at  the  age  of  92.  Crush  retired 
in  1952  after  more  than  30  years  with  the  Forest  Service  in 
jobs  ranging  from  fire  guard  to  dispatcher  to  acting  ranger. 

Crush  was  bom  in  Pittsburgh,  Pa.  in  1895.  After  serving 
in  the  Canadian  Army  during  World  War  I,  he  and  his  wife, 
Ruth,  settled  on  Seventeen  Mile  Creek,  a  tributary  of  the  Yaak 
River.  Here  Crush  began  his  career  with  the  Forest  Service,  and 
he  and  his  wife  became  active  workers  for  progress  in  the  Yaak 
Valley.  They  helped  secure  rural  electrification,  an  improved 
highway,  and  provided  care  and  resources  for  the  elderly  in  the 
community.  Cmsh  wrote  "Just  Reminiscences,"  published  in 
Early  Days  in  the  Forest  Service.  Vol.  HI,  and  for  the  column 
'The  Old  Ranger,"  in  the  1973  winter  issue  of  Montana 
Magazine.

'^he  Senior  Community  Service  Employment  Program 

(SCSEP)  has  been  an  important  function  on  the  Clear¬ 
water  National  Forest  since  July  1976.  In  that  time  many 
"senior  citizens"  have  been  employed  in  worthwhile,  creative, 
essential  positions  doing  work  that  would  otherwise  be 
unfunded.  The  older  workers  are  at  least  as  productive  as 
younger  workers,  have  lower  rates  of  absenteeism  and  fewer  on- 
the-job  accidents. 

Maryona  Muck  has  worked  on  the  Palouse  Ranger  District 
in  the  "Older  American"  program  since  January  10,  1977,  and 
is  the  oldest  person  enrolled  in  the  program  on  the  Clearwater 
NF.  She  has  lived  in  Potlatch,  Idaho  since  1926.  Her 
husband,  Ray,  died  in  1969  after  42  years  of  marriage.  She 
will  be  80  years  young  on  November  10,  1988.  Her 
enthusiasm  about  her  job  should  be  a  challenge  to  us  all.  She 
projects  a  positive  attitude  into  everything  she  does. 

"Maryona  has  been  talking  about  retiring  for  the  last  4  or 
5  years,"  said  John  Krebs,  Maryona's  work  supervisor,  "but 
she's  still  here,  and  I'm  thankful  for  that."  Krebs  praised 
Maryona  for  her  attention  to  detail  in  completing  her  work 
assignments. 

A  major  portion  of  Maryona's  spring  work  is  sprucing  up 
the  bunkhouse  inside  and  out,  including  painting;  then  keeping 
it  neat  and  dean  for  the  crews  during  field  season.  She  also 
helps  with  grounds  maintenance.  During  field  season  she 
launders,  mends,  patches,  and  stores  all  the  fire  clothes,  packs, 
chaps,  etc.  She  also  helps  in  the  office  with  filing  and 
stamping  log  scale  books. 


GEORGE  KOPPANG.,  retired  30-year  veteran  of  the  Forest 
Service,  passed  away  October  16,  1987,  in  Spokane.  Koppang, 
a  resident  of  the  Bonners  Ferry  area  for  53  years,  was  a  forestry 
technician  on  Bonners  Ferry  Ranger  District,  Idaho  Panhandle 
NF's,  for  most  of  his  Forest  Service  career.  He  retired  in  1985. 
He  and  his  wife,  Rita,  hved  in  the  Cow  Creek  area. 

WARREN  (Bill)  SHERMAN,  68,  of  Missoula,  died  of  a 
heart  attack  February  20,  1988,  in  St.  Patrick  Hospital, 

Missoula.  Sherman  worked  for  the  Forest  Service  for  15  years 
before  his  retirement  in  May,  1985.  He  was  bom  Dec.  14, 
1919,  in  Waltham,  Massachusetts.  He  married  Irene  Harris  in 
1939. 

Prior  to  his  Forest  Service  career,  Sherman  was  with  the 
U.S.  Army,  serving  in  World  War  U,  Korea,  and  Vietnam.  He 
retired  from  the  Army  in  1969.  In  1971  he  was  hired  as  District 
administrative  tech,  at  Nine-Mile  Ranger  District,  Lolo  NF. 
After  several  years,  he  was  promoted  to  fleet  manager  at  the 
Lolo  NF  Supervisor's  Office. 

JOHN  "SNICK"  SUDNIKOVICH,  passed  away  at  his  home  in 
Priest  Lake  January  28,  1988,  at  age  71.  Sudnikovich  retired 
from  the  Forest  Service  in  1973  after  approximately  30  years  of 
service.  He  worked  for  the  Civihan  Conservation  Corps  (CCC) 
in  the  Priest  Lake  area  for  five  years  before  his  first  Forest 
Service  employment  in  1940.  While  with  the  CCC  Sudnikovich 
was  assigned  to  the  Forest  Service,  cutting  snags  and  fighting 
fires.  He  worked  for  the  Priest  Lake  Ranger  District  as  a  fire 
dispatcher  and  liaison  officer  with  Indians  who  visited  the  area. 
He  also  worked  at  the  Bismarck  Ranger  Station  for  several 
years.  He  was  married  to  Abella  Raine  of  Priest  Lake.
